have done bo much to aid these unfor- 
tunate ones, and desired some means 
of perpetuating their memory. 

Dr. Morrison, of Baltimore, related 
how he had treated a blind mute, hav- 
ing pursued the same method explained 
by Dr. Peet The boy is now making 
great progress, arid is very bright 
This boy 1ms the advantage of not be- 
ing born blind, but his course of in- 
struction is different from those men 
tinned, as he is in a blind institution. 

Judge Holden, of Wisconsin, Bpoke 
of the time allowM children in the 
deaf and dumb institutions, lie ad- 
vocated that seven yours was not 
enough. He desired an utterance by 
the Convention as to the period of 
time that should be given the mutes in 
an institution for their education. 

I>r. Mael nthe spoke of the difference 
between the Western and Kastorn in 
stitutioiis. In the Wast the States 
own the institutions and they aro un- 
der the control of the .State Govern- 
mi 'ii tN. lathe Bent they are benefi- 
ciaries with ample endowments from 
the State (Sovernments, but not sub 
loot to the fluctnat : ons of the State. 
But the legislation as to the age of ad 
mission differs in the several States. 
In Indiana (hey can admit them at the 
SgS of one year, if they wish. On ac- 
count of the lack of accommodation 
they do not admit them till twelve 
years of age. He held that the chil 
dren ought to be admit ted at a very 

early age. Then they would not have 
so nmch.to correct in the pupils. When 
they are twelve years of age they have 
attained habits which must be broken 
off. Jlut, he would not, advocate early 
admission unless the braidings would 
admit of the properi'lassilications. He 
condemned the congregate plan. They 
would be as well off at home unless 
thev are kept in separate classes. 

Professor Palmer gave the rules for 
admission in Canada. He spoke of 

the same troubles in the Canadian in- 
stitutions which aro complained of in 

the States, and desired that sonic deli 
pits action be taken by the Convention 
in respect to the proper age of admis 

■ion. 

Dr. Talbot, of Towa, referred to the 
question of admission snd wished a 

definite age to be agreed upon bv all 

the institutions. 

Judge Hoiden referred to the 

epidemic of yellow fever in the South 
in a few eloquent remarks and read an 

account from the morning paper, after 

which ho suggested that a collection 
be taken for these suffering people, 
which was unanimously agreed to. 

It was then a gr eed that all come 
prepared in the afternoon session to 
contribute to this cause. 

Owing to the late hour of assembling 

.umt of tit, photographing, the 
rest of the morning programme was 

postponed till the afternoon, and at 
12:15 the Convention adjourned to 
at throe o'clock.

A communication from Mr. %. C. 
Whipple, of Connecticut, was taken 
from the table and read. He treated 
lit length of the new and improved 
methods to be employed in unite in 
strnction. 

Mr. \V. (i. Jenkins, of Arkansas, 
rend s paper on "The Principles and 

Methods of l'cstalo/.zi." He spul.e id 

the philosophy of this eminent Swiss. 
His works were eminently practical. 
During his many years of poverty he 
struggled on. To him we owe the 
kindergarten system He was called the 
father of popular education. He held 
that education must begin early and con 
tinue slowly. Mr. Jenkins advocated 
the kindergarten system for the youth 
in the Deaf and Dumb Institutions. 
John Stuart Mill, at tho age of three 
years, while committing Creek and 
Latin words to memory, was doing no 
more than any mute could do. 

Mr. Jenkins advocated the need of 
maintaining the pupil's individuality. 
In public institutions this is apt to be 

absorbed in toe methods of instrue 

t.ion. They should he brought to 
evolve thoir own conclusions. He 
showed how this plan could be used 
in object teaching. In presenting any 
object its use should be explained, 
and also the manner in which the in 
strniiient was made. The necessity 
of the mute is not to have a Ian 
cabulary, but a practical one. Mr. Jenk 
ins paper was listened to with great 
interest by the members. 

The discussion on the paper was 
opined by Dr. M*clntire. Ho con- 
gratulated 51 r. Jenkins on the essay 
and approved of his method. He gave 
an exposition of the same methods. 

Dr. Poet said the true analysis of 
the mute language was the expression 
of divine language — translating the 
works of nature. He approved of the 
object methods. Ho referred to the 
evils in early mute instruction. Few 
parents know what to do and tho ed- 
ucation of the mutes is not begun as 
early as should be. He referred to the 



all grades, with a printed catalogue. 
If the pupil does not acquire the hab- 
it and taste for reading while at the 
institution he never will. The teacher 
should advise the pupils what to read, 
and aid them in the selection of the 
same. Ho insisted on a definite sys 
teni in inducing the pupils to keep Up 
a regular course of reading, and ar- 
gUeo in favor of bettor facilities for 
supplying books and periodicals. 

Dr. Past said the art of type setting 
aided the pupils in getting a use of 
i lie English lancuaere. Ho gave the 
plan on which The /v. «-w... was pub- 
lished in New York. The New York 
Institution has in addition to their 
own library access to the Mercantile j the yellow fever sufferers wae called up 
Library of New York city.

ions instruction given in these insti 
tutions was usnaly of such a character 
as not to induce a religions bias. He 
considered it one of those indications 
which would bring about that day 
when all men would lie more in unity. 
He hoped the doors would bo opened 
to all tho mutes, and that they would 
enter the churches as members. 

The discussions of tho day, which 
had been very interesting, wero closed 
and some unimportant business matters 
were considered.

rents over other mute children. Mute 
children having elder brothers or sis- 
ters who are mutes always come to the 
institutions brighter and better quali 
tied. 

Dr. Poet gave the history of a blight 
mute boy, who at the age of eleven 
team became blind from smallpox. 
This' ease brought about a revolution 

in the New York Deaf and Dumb In 
stitution. The l>oy had made unusu 
nl advancement before he became blind. 
His education was afterwards contin 
tied by dichition and by punctured pa 
At first the boy was very mis 

arable, but now he is happy. Being 

deaf ami dumb he did not got the iisii 
al instruction of the Blind institutions. 
The experience of this boy has evine 
ed the fact that his case can be pro 
vided for. A special course of instruc- 
tion for this cIukh hud to lie arranged 
and it is highly justified. A half cloy, 
en other blind, deaf and dumb boys 
have been found and thev will be given 
this new course of instruction. One 
of these boys WB* born blind as well 
as deaf and dumb and will necessitate 
still otht r methods. 

\h Peet then give the inslai fa 

boy who wits mute and had lost both 
arms. It was at first, thought that 
without hands he could never acipiirc 

tho mute language, This buy was at 

once put in the articulating class. He 
had no advantages in the way of speech 
He now uses the lips in expressing him 
self. One arm is otV at the elbow and 
With the Sid of an attached apparatus 
h. massages to f.H'd himself and work 
a type setter. In giving his utterances 
he makes some very graphic express 



the organs in teaching the pupils the 
mechanical pr, .f printing of- 

fices and tended to have them take a 
pride in prepariag articles. These 
papers also furnish all the loc d news 
to the old students who are scattered 
in different parts ,,f the country. Tho 
journals also form a connecting link 
between the different institutions of 
the country. Mr. Greener gave a de 
tailed outline of Hi,, plan on which 
these papers should lie conducted. 

Mr. Schilling opened the discussion 
on the paper. He said a careful an- 
ion should be kept over these 
papers. They should give a variety 
of the best current literature, and 
Should Im> Bulled t0 the needs of the 
mules. The general reading of the 
pupil may be guided by these papers, 
and the literary recommendations 
should 1*. made with great care. No 
vicious or sensational matter should 
be introduced. He doubted whether 
the report to the <Iovernors and Log 
ialatun-s wire proper reading matter 
for the deaf and dumb Thev were 
not. always good residing.

the deaf and dumb, but should not 
expect much revenue from them. He 
spoke on this point from experience. 

llev. Dr. Gallaudet said these jour- 
nals of tho Deaf and Dumb institu- 
tions were of great interest Their 
local news were valuable, We thus 
gain from the exi>erience of each oth- 
er. Besides the local organs, he ad 
vocated a general papiir to circulate 
in all tho institutions and solicited 
aid for the Drvi Mi'tib' Joukvu, pub 
lished at Mexico. New York, which 
claims to be a general organ for the 
country. 

Dr. Chapin objected to certain things 
which had appeared in this publica- 
tion, to the detriment of the WigCOO 
sin Institution, and requested that it 
be more reliably and carefully edited. 

Mr. Draper, of Washington, gave a 
paper, pointing out the evils which 
have crept into the papers for the 
deaf mutes. In his criticisms he was 
kind enough lo mark the good results 
as well as the evil ones. Mr. Draper 
is a mute, and while Dr. Ctillaudet 
read the paper, he interpreted it him 
self for the benefit of the mute attend 
ants. 

Dr. I L lVet, of New York, opened 
the discussion on "The importance of 
imparling religious instruction with- 
out inducing a sectarian basis. " He 
condemned the introduction of secta- 
rianism into these institutions and ad- 
vocated the teaching of the funda- 
mental principles in which all Chris 
tians can believe, but was emphatic in 
his opinion that the plan of salvation 
should lie plainly and impressively 
pointed out. Everything which would 
make the pupil better now and h. 
after should be made known to him 
It is a duty that implies sell preserva 
Hon and all the responsibilities of a 
leader. At the same time he would 
try to carry out the wishes of the pa 
rents. If the parents were Protest 
ants, Catholics or Hebrews, he en 
deivored to respect the belief of tie 
parents and nothing contrary to the brvei 
faith of the parent would lie "taught. 
The pupils should be allowed to at- 
tend the services of their own creed. 
He had aided the priests in their 
services and taught the catechism him- 
self. He desired liberality and the 
good of all. 

Dr. Talbot, of Lrwa, said that in his 
institution he had endeavored to be 
catholic rather than sectarian. He 
admitted all classes, and respected 
their creed. The Catholics had given 
him great aid. and shown an interest 
in the children of their people Th,ey 
were always treated with respect at 
his institution. The Hebrews object- 
ed to their children rea<Ung the 



amount be at once forwarded to tho 
proper authorities at New Orleans. 

The Convention adjourned at 5 p. m. 
It was announced that there would be 
singing and mnto recitations in the 
parlor during the evening. 

The proceedings are growing in in- 
terest, and during the afternoon there

Morris, 
President of the School Board, and a. 
Trustee of tin: Maryland Deaf-Mute 
Colored Institution, made at the Co 
lumbuH International Convention of 
Instructors of the Deaf and Dumb, are 
well worthy of perusal and candid con- 
sideration. All classes who have the 
good of the public at heart will read- 
ily admit that institutions for the ed 
ucation of the deaf and dumb should 
not be subject to the fluctuations of 
politics. They should \xt entirely free 
from all party bias, and the question 
ofpartizan principles should not be 
allowed to have any bearing whatever 
with the employment of instructors or 
managers of institutions of that kind. 
We are pleased to learn that in Mary- 
land, as many of the other States, they 
have done away with party bias in con- 
nection with the deaf-mute institution, 
and that the persons employed in its 
management are in their respective 
positions by virtue of their personal 
qualification for their respective du- 
ties, not by reason of their political 
complexion. 

The question of teachers' wages is 
another interesting topic. We will 
remark that they should be better 
paid. The arduous labor entailed up- 
on a teacher of deaf-mutes should en- 
title him or her to a salary commen- 
surate with the skill and brain work 
demanded, and as a reasonable com 
)>ensatian for mental exhaustion. Then 
we should see a better average class 
of deaf-mute instructors, and as a nat- 
ural consequence a better educ 
deaf and dumb people. 

Mr. Morris also behoves that deaf- 
mute instructors should be pensioned 
the same as retired officers of the Gov- 
ernment, to which every teacher of 
that kind of course responds a hearty

Kentucky extends four hundred 
and thirty-seven miles from the Cum 
berland Mountains to the Mississippi 
river. Its greatest breadth is two 
hundred and sixteen miles. Its shape 

may be compared to that of a roughly 
hewn stone arrow head. 

The Ohio river runs 788. miles along 
the northern boundary of this State. 
The early French explorers of this 
country Called the river 1-n Utile A'/ 

c/Y/v. or the Beautiful Hirer. All 

these waters swell the majestic Missis 
sippi. Green Kiver, the largest stream 
in this State, nuts through deep gorg 
es many hundred feet below the siu- 
face of the adjacent country. This 
State is generally healthy, which is 
indicated by the robust appearance of 
its people. Coal and iron are more 
abundant here than any other mineral. 
This State raises half of the hemp 
produced in the United States. Along 
the rivers and railroads they pay great 
attention to the cultivation of fruits. 
They export tine horses, milch cows. 
and beef cattle to all parts of the Unit 
ed States and even to Europe 

among the first exploring party of 
whites who entered Kentucky from 
Qia, through Cumberland (lap, 
was Daniel Boone, the hunter, whoso 
lies undisturbed on a high bluff' 
commanding the city of Frankfort 
and whose great grand daughter I 
have had the pleasure of becoming ac- 
quainted with. I hope one day to 
visit that place on a mission. Ken 
tucky has won celebrity through the 
services of her statesmen, Henry Clay, 

Amos Kendall, Zaohary Taylor, George 

I). Prentice, and many others. 

Measurements of soldiers, recruited 
for the late war, showed that, the Ken 
tuekians tire taller and more robust 
than any other people of this country. 
or of Europe. To tell the truth, I 
have seen, with my own eyes, more 
tall, fine deaf mute ladies in Kentucky 
than in any other State. 

This blind institution is one of the 
best, Conducted in the Union. It has 
what is called "The American Publish 
ing House for tho Blind,'' the work 
bags of which have excited my admi 
ration very much indeed. From the 
cupola of this institution can be seen 
the most beautiful scenery that I ever 
saw.

Kii)Kit.--I am resting 
at Professor Medrogor's home for a 
few hours. I arrived hero from Louis- 
villo this morning. Last night we had 
a pleasant run up the Ohio on board 
the General Lytic. Quo of the pas 
sengors and myself were surprised to 
meet each other on the boat. He was 
the captain of a New Orleans and Yieks- 
burg boat when I ascended the Mis- 
sissippi in her. He told me that the 
yellow fever got so bad that ho had to 
lay his boat up, and that no businoss 
could be done in that country until 
Sufficient frost, comes to stop the fe 
vcr. 

The scenery on both sides of the 
Ohio is worth seeing. There are not 
so many towns along the river as there, 
are along the Hudson. 

I was much surprised to meet Mr. 
and Mrs. 1). H. Carroll here. They are 
visiting Mr. and Mrs. McOregor. They 
will go homo in a day or two. 

Professor McGregor has just re- 
turned home after a very pleasant ab- 
sence of one month, and will re open 
his school nest Monday. I will tell 
you an incident of bis travels. He 
carried his own canoe, 14 feet long, '2 
feet wide and 1 foot deep, from his 
home to Sandusky, 0., by railroad. 
'Then he embarked therefor Detroit in 
the canoe without any company. He 
went boldly through the angry waves, 
using his sail more than his paddle, all- 
the way from Sandusky, ()., to Detroit, 
which place he reached in safety. The 
canoe is the same that be used when 
he descended the Shenandoah Kiver, 
from its south fork, near Harrisonburg, 
Va., to Washington city via Harper's 
Perry.

'The closing session of the Interna- 
tional Convention of Instructors of 

the Deaf and Dumb was held in Co- 
lumbus, (>,. on the '21 sit inst In the 
report of the proceedings published 
in the Columbus Jon runt of the '2'2d 
inst is given a sketch of the remarks 
of Mr. \\'in. It Barry, of Baltimore, a 
trustee of the Maryland Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, objecting to the 
term '-public charity" in a report of 
the committee on "the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the trustees," who 
said that in institutions of this kind 
the public good was the main eonsid 
oration. 

The Maryland people, he said, do 
not allow politics to enter into their 
institutions. 'They have a Democrat- 
ic State administration, and yet most 
of their trustees and managers are of 
opposite parties. Their teachers. and 
superintendents are appointed for life 
or good behavior. Mr. Barry was him 
self a Democrat. He did not care to 
know the polities of a superintendent, 
teacher or officer of these institutions. 
He only wished to know that they 
were the lust men for their places. He 
gave an account of the excellent man- 
agement of the institution at F ro der 
ick, and described the era of improve- 
ment that has been brought about by 
conducting these institutions on im 
partial business principals in his State. 
Mr. .John '1'. Morris, President of 
the School Board and a Trustee of the 
Maryland Deaf-Muto Colored Institu 
tion, was called upon to address Che 
convention. He upheld the work of 
deaf mute and blind educators. No 
man should be appointed to any posi 
tion in connection with these institu 
tions except for his qualification. In 
Maryland they had learned to do away 
with party bias in this respect, ana 
they had thereby secured the best men 
for these places. He pitied those who 
were afflicted with the management of 
political dictation. No man should be 
removed from these offices without 
cause. It would give the educators 
more heart in their work. Teachers 
should be better paid. Their work 
should be appr In Maryland 

they had refused to make any retrench- 
ment in this direction. These teach- 
ers should be pensioned the same as 
red officers of the Govern 
ment.

The proceedings were entirely car- 
ried on in the deaf and dumb language. 
Mr. Alex. M. Duff, Edinburgh, was 
elected president for tho onsuing year, 
and accordingly took the chair. 

Mr. James 1'aul, the secretary and 
treasurer, gave in a report, in which it 
was stated that the society had now bead 
in existence twelve months, and had 
boon, considering the depressed Btato 
of trade since it formation, fairly suc- 
cessful. The past year had been one 
of doubt and aaxiety. Fears were en- 
tertained that tho public would, if not 
condemn, at least, lie doubtful of the 
Ixtim.jiih- character of the National 
Deaf and Dumb Society, formed and 
carried on as it is by a few unknown 
mutes. Their fears on that score were 
already removed, and he had had the 
pleasure of receiving hundreds of let- 
ters from all parts of the country con- 
gratulating the promoters on having 
initiated a work much needed and long 
desired by the deaf and dumb, and 
wishing the undertaking God-speed. 
Tho amount received during the last 
few months, from churches of all de- 
nominations, was about X'24. Though 
the churches had not as yet responded 
so numerourly as they might desire. 
they had at least recognized the Na- 
tional Deaf and Dumb Society as praise- 
worthy in its e/bjeets and deserving of 
aid. which must be very gratifying to 
the deaf aud dumb who promoted it 
Highly, however, as they value these 
recognitions, they were far more thank- 
ful to God that their exertions had 
been approved of and supported by 
the deaf and dumb of the country.
